He received his M D. from the Uni­ 
versity of Glasgow', Doctor Stewart 
reported and settled in Adams coun­ 
ty along Marsh creek not later than 
1795. 
Town’s First Physician 
The speaker mentioned Dr. John 
B. Arnold, Dr. Samuel Knox and Dr. 
Daniel Baker as other pioneer phy­ 
sicians in this county and then listed 
as Gettysburg's first physician. Dr. 
Samuel Agnew, who apparently is 
referred to in Bates’ history as Dr. 
John Agnew. He wras born in 1777 
and began practice in 1801 when his 
professional card appeared in tile 
Adams Centinel newspaper. 
Doctor Stewart said Doctor Agnew 
later moved to Harrisburg where he 
became prominent. He was the au­ 
thor of a pioneering article on vac­ 
cination, published by the Centinel 
in 1804, and was an ancestor of Dr. 
D. Hayes Agnew who is recognized 
as one of America’s foremost surg­ 
eons. 
In the early days of this comity 
the practice of medicine “was wide 
open to anyone who could hang out 
his shingle as “doctor” with abso­ 
lutely no requirements or qualifica­ 
tions,” Doctor Stewart stated, adding 
that possibly tile majority of the 
early doctors here were graduates of 
medical colleges, legitimate or oth­ 
erwise.

Those about whom spe­ 
cial information was given included: 
Dr. David Gilbert, one of the out­ 
standing physicians of this town;

David Horner, two of whose 
sons followed Him in Ute medical 
profession here; Dr. James H. Mil­ 
ler, “Gettysburg's most distinguished 
physician” who later became a pro- 
fessor In the Washington Medical 
college at Baltimore, and Dr. M. 
D G Pfeiffer, a founder of the New 
Oxford College and Medical Insti­ 
tute in 1845 
He made brief mention of the 
founding of a medical department 


in Pennsylvania College early bt 
that institution's history. 
First concerted 
action 
by 
the 
county doctors toward fixing uni­ 
form fee bills appeared in 1864 In 
a newspaper advertisement listing 
country visits at $1.25 for the first 
mile and 25 cents for each addi­ 
tional mile. 
Town visits cost 50 
cents. 
Night visits were one-half 
additional. Doctor Stewart said that 
there is little doubt that physicians 
in this section rendered service to 
the wounded at the tkne of the bat­ 
tle. 
Society Formed in 1873 
Referring to the history of Uie 
county medical society, ne dated its 
formation as June 14, 1873, and said 
Dr. Robert Homer w’as its first 
president. 
Doctor Stewart was the 
last student approved for practice 
by the original society. 
Of the early medical men in the 
county, Doctor Stewart said in part: 
“The present generation can form 
no conception of the conditions 
under which they labored and only 
a few of us now living had a small 
taste of them. 
When we consider 
their roads on which three miles 
an hour was at times the maximum 
speed attainable, their means of 
communication, with almost every­ 
thing that is considered common­ 
place today not dreamed of then, 
and when we consider their accom­ 
plishments with the means at hand, 
we must acknowledge they were 
men.” 
He said he believed that 
comparable statistics would show 
their results do not compare un­ 
favorably with those of the medical 
profession today. 
Doctor Stewart reviewed the de­ 
velopment of supervision and con­ 
trol of persons entering the medical 
profession after the first laws were 
passed in 1875. 
The title of “the grand old man 
of the medical profession in Adams 
county” he gave to the late Dr. J. 
W. C. O’Neal who died in 1913 after 
a medical career of 69 years.

High Waters Needed to 
Move Susquehanna Ice 


Harrisburg, March ll IAP)—This 
is that “thawing" time of the year 
when inhabitants of the Susque­ 
hanna river valley start worrying 
about possible floods, but right now, 
paradoxically enough, a moderate 
boost in the river level would be 
welcomed. 
A rise in the river stage, says the 
federal-state flood forecasting serv­ 
ice, would probably make short work 
of an ice gorge which is causing 
“some concern” about a half mile 
above Dauphin. 
Tile service said the gorge, about 
two and a half miles long and three 
to five feet high was being held 
back by a long ice sheet in the 
Harrisburg area where the water 
level is so low that rocks on the river 
bottom and along the shores are 
holding it fast. 
The 
forecasting 
service, 
while 
anticipating a moderate rise in the 
river level, said present indications 
gave no reason 
for “immediate 
alarm” over possibilities of a flood. 
It was pointed out the river was 
still far below the level to which it 
annually rises in the spring. 
The Upper Susquehanna water 
shed, however, the service’s Bing- 
hampton. New York, office announc­ 
ed that three more day* of high 
temperatures would bring the river 
to a dangerously high stage.

Measure May Rush 
Through the House 
Within a Week

Harrisburg, March l l — Aroused 
by a Washington county court de­ 
cision upholding an act of 1878 bar­ 
ring women employes in drinking 
places, the house liquor committee 
was 
summoned 
today 
for 
swift 
action on a measure to wipe the law 
off the books. 
The repealer bill was introduced 
February 25 by Reps. Francis E. 
Pettit and J. Dean Polen, W ashing­ 
ton county democrats, but it had 
languished in the committee with­ 
out action. 
Court Decision Hastens Action 
Judge Howard 
W. Hughes of 
Washington county ruled Saturday 
that the 1878 law still was in force, 
and had not been repealed “by im 
plication” in the new liquor laws 
written in 1933-34. 
Although Judge Hughes’ decision 
applied only to that county, if other 
judges followed suit, taproom pro­ 
prietors over the state would be 
thrown into a dilemma. 
Under 
present liquor laws, their establish­ 
ments must be geared to the serv­ 
ing of food, and nearly all employ 
women at waitresses, barmaids or 
cooks. 
Rep. 
Joseph 
M. 
O’Brien 
(D- 
Phila.), chairman of the house liquor 
committee, said th at in view of 
Judge Hughes’ opinion, he is asking 
his committee to ask for prompt re­ 
lease of the repealer. 
Advice on the subject, has in­ 
formed proprietors in the past that 
it considered the act of 1878 re­ 
pealed by subsequent laws. 
Law of 1878 Forbids Females 
The old law prohibited the issu­ 
ance of a license to a dealer "h o 
failed to give assurance he would 
employ no females, and if he did 


employ a woman, his license was 
ordered revoked 
Horace A. Segelbaum, counsel for 
the board, pointed out th at thp 
present liquor laws prohibit any 
such strings attached to licensing. 
If speeded through the house and 
senate, the repealer bill could reach 
the governor’s desk for signature by 
the end of next week. 
Liquor Control Board Unconcerned 
The ruling by Judge Hughes is 
a “purely local m atter,” says Thomas 
D. Frye, executive director of the 
Pennsylvania liquor control board. 
“The board is taking no part in 
Uie proceedings,” Frye added.

Political Astuteness of James Gettys Made Possible 
Establishment of Gettysburg as County 
Seat of Adams County 


From the ‘‘Compiler Scrapbook.” 
reprints from the weekly newspaper, 
comes the following interesting in­ 
formation on James Gettys. 
“One of the most notable men in 
this section in the days when Adams 
county 
was carved out of York 
county 
and the county seat 
was 
located at Gettysburg, was James 
Gettys, and not even in his wildest 
dream could he have imagined that 
the town to which he gave his name 
would be known the whole wdrld 
around. 
“The questions have often pre­ 
sented 
themselves: Who 
was this 
James Gettys? Where did he come 
from? W hat was his personality, and 
the manner of man whose name was 
made immortal by the great battle? 
It has 
been difficult to find 
any 
sufficient answer to these questions. 
The information obtained gives no 
more than a silhouette of the man. 
James, Son of Samuel 
“The father of James Gettys was 
Samuel Gettys. He was of Scotch- 
Irish origin, one of those ardent 
Scotsmen who would take sides 
and probably found it conducive to 
longevity of days to move over to 
the Emerald Isle and then travel 
over-seas to America. He emigrated 
from Donegal in Ireland in 1700. 
On August 4, 1759, a son, James 
Gettys, was born. 
“The w arrant for the 250 acres in 
the Manor of Mask, the site of the 
present 
town 
of 
Gettysburg 
to 
Samuel Gettys was dated in 1765, 
and the family moved to their new 
home about 1767. The nearest neigh­ 
bor to the Gettys family is said to 
have been tile Dobbin family, the 
former occupying the log house 
erected north of the Globe Hotel 
and the latter the old stone house 
standing on Steinwehr avenue. 
“The idea that this place would 
measure up to the purposes of a 
site for a town must have occurred 
to the Gettys family soon after tak­ 
ing up tile land. There is a record 
at Harrisburg indicating that a town 
was plotted as early as 1780. The 
various roads centering at this place 
evidently pointed to the future town 
to be built along those reads. 
Once Called Gettystown 
“The place is referred to in a 
marriage certificate given by Rev. 
Dobbin in 1787, as Gettystown, and 
seems to have been better known 
by that name for the next decade 
than by its present name. 1783 is 
given as the date when the log 
house was 
built by 
the Gettys 
family. A trading store was opened 
by them and proved profitable and 
soon afterwards they built the first 
tavern on the site of the Globe Inn. 
“James Gettys must have been 
the right-hand man of his father 
for when the latter died on March 
15, 1790, the son, not yet 31 years 
of age, takes the#big farm and goes 
strenuously at the work of develop­ 
ing his property and the embyre 
town. 
“James Gettys was a man of 
brains, force of character and re­ 
sources and undoubtedly educated, 
likely one of the scholars of Rev. 
Alexander Dobbin, when he con­ 


ducted at Gettysburg the first clas­ 
sical educational institution west of 
the Susquehanna River. 
Kin of Lincoln 
“James Gettys was not married 
at the date of death of his father, 
but the following year on Dec. 20, 
1791, he was married to Mary Todd, 
who was a cousin of Abraham Lin­ 
coln’s wife. 
"The agitation for a new county 
began in 1790 and continued for ten 
years, and James Gettys was in the 
fight, when he wgs turning the 
thirtieth year of his age. This was 
no child’s fight, but an intense 
struggle between the Scotch-IrLsh 
of the G reat Conowago and those 
of Marsh Creek, and arrayed with 
Gettys were the McPhersons, Mc- 
Cleans, McSherrys, Horners, Co­ 
beans, Crawfords, Dunwoodys and 
others, and against them a deter­ 
mined party in the Dicksons, Brin- 
kerhoffs, Cassatts, Duncans. Kings, 
Longwells, Morrisons and others who 
were upholding the claims of H un­ 
terstown. 
"The two towns had been plotted 
and each had adopted methods of 
their own in furthering their cam ­ 
paign, to become the county seat. 
Hunterstown had been plotted, and 
if the county seat had been located 
at that point it is altogether likely 
the county seat would not have 
borne that name, but would have 
been called "Woodstock" for that 
is the name of the town as plotted. 
Citizens from many portions of the 
town became lot owners and pre­ 
sumably could then be depended 
upon to lend their voice to the 
selection bf Woodstock as the county 
seat. 
An Adroit Move 
“Jam es Gettys was wide awake to 
what was going on and when things 
began to get warm in 1739, he deed­ 
ed to Rev. Alexander Dobbin and 
David Moore, the commissioners to 
select the county seat, 200 lots in 
Gettysburg with the quit rents, and 
also a lot for a ‘goal’ and court 
house. This was a master stroke of 
Gettys and followed by promises' of 
private citizens to subscribe several 
thousand dollars toward the build­ 
ing of a jail and court house, won 
the day for Gettysburg. 
“A young man of forty to win in 
such a fight must have been a man 
of influence, enterprising and not 
afraid to back up his judgment. He 
must have been all this and more 
to have men back of him helping 
to accomplish this purpose. 
“Jam es Gettys did not live to be 
an old man. dying March 29, 1815, in 
his 56th year, and three days later 
his wife, Mary Todd Gettys. died. 
Two children, sons, had been born 
to them. Robert, who died in his 
16th year, and James Gettys II, 
who in 1824. moved to Tennessee 
and died in his adopted State.

big cities which now require the 
product to be pasteurized. 
The subject came up again last 
night even though it was not for­ 
mally nor officially before the house 
and a teeming debate ensued. Ma­ 
jority Leader Leo A. Achterman said 
false propaganda" was being spread 
to the effect that a “break-down in 
milk standards’’ would result from 
the measure. 
“Badgered” Tap Room Proprietors 
Another committee hearing on 
state control methods was called 
(ll a. rn.) by the house to hear the 
state liquor board answer charges 
by Rep. Charles Melchiorre 
(D.- 
Phiia.) that it was “dictatorial” in 
setting up rules and regulations. 
Melchiorre 
declared 
the 
board 
“badgered” 
small 
taproom 
pro­ 
prietors for minor violations while 
permitting “bootleggers to sell 1,000 
cases” of illicit whiskey daily. 
Only Two Bills Passed 
Both house and senate schedule 
meetings of its more 
im portant 
committees in an effort to get legis­ 
lation 
flowing 
toward 
enactment 
with the 1941 session now in its 
third month and only two bills pass­ 
ed finally. 
Would Raise Teachers’ Salaries 
Most of the meetings preceded t|je 
TI a. rn. opening time for the senate 
and I p. rn. for the house. Included 
in the latter’s list of off-the-floor 
activities was a public hearing on a 
bill that would raise teacher salaries 
in all school districts, and revise the 
method of assessing property for 
&hool taxes. 
Rep. Achterman said 
the bill would cost the state $35.- 
000,000 and his contention that this 
was prohibitive was challenged im ­ 
mediately 
by 
another 
democrat, 
Rep. Albert L. O’Connor, of Cam­ 
bria, who urged its passage. 
Tax Bills to Aid Schools 
The house received another re­ 
port 
bearing 
on 
the 
education 
system from three republican mem­ 
bers who circulated a questionnaire 
among school directors and said they 
found: 
1.) 
Increased support for a 
state sales tax to relieve prop­ 
erty of school taxes. 
2.) 
Opposition to state-wide 
abatem ent of tax penalties. 
3.) 
Urging of conversion of 
some of the 13 state teachers’ 
colleges into trade schools. 
Not Interested in James vs. Brown 
Both the senate and the house 
showed disinclination at this time 
to go ahead with a proposed in­ 
vestigation of the dispute between 
Governor James and Richard P. 
Brown who resigned as secretary of 
Commerce. 
Brown declared James 
sought to “make a political football” 
of the state’s tourist advertising 
business by shifting it from one 
agency to another. 
Turnpike In Terrible Condition 
The recent snowstorm, and its 
effect on the turnpike, brought from 
Senator Anthony J. Cavaicante a 
blast on the floor against the m ain­ 
tenance of the high speed highway.

Ford said the “field of plastics is 
almost unlimited, and we’ll see them 
used more and more in houses and 
offices instead of wood.” 
He displayed some attractive bath 
and kitchen tiles and w hat appeared 
to be silk socks. 
Can Produce Fuel 
“Those tile were made from corn 
cote and tree bark right here in 
our 
laboratory,” 
Ford 
asserted. 
“Tile socks used to be ordinary saw­ 
dust.” 
He said it was known 
that, if 
necessary, “we can produce satisfac­ 
tory fuels for engines from potatoes, 


com, rice and other farm products 
Heading Ford’s laboratory at his 
Georgia 
plantation 
is 
Harry 
G 
Unkelberg. 
Chemists here are also 
studying ramie, a fiber from which 
the ancient Egyptians 
m ade fine 
cloth for wrapping their mummies. 
An 
experim ental 
patch 
indicates 
that the South Georgia soil and cli­ 
mate are well suited for its growth. 
Advocates Farming 
Ford said other experim ents were 
underway to get away from m a­ 
terials of prime im portance to n a­ 
tional defense. 
“Many new m aterials, which can 
be made from fast-growing plants, 
will aid in conserving m inerals in 
years to come,” he declared. 
The m anufacturer said chemistry 
would help to renew an interest in 
agriculture, and he advocated farm ­ 
ing for security. 
“A farm boy ought to be able to 
fill his pockets full of seeds and 
make himself a good living from 
them ,” he added.

Tokyo, March ll.—'Thailand and 
French Indo-China signed today a 
Japanese-mediated “peace protocol’’ 
ending their frontier fight and giv­ 
ing Thailand some, but not all, of 
the territory she claimed in Cam­ 
bodia and Laos provinces. 
It was understood Thailand would 
gain approximately 25,000 square 
miles of land, although no official 
figures were available Immediately. 
The agreement, signed in a cere­ 
mony at the official residence of 
Japanese Premier Prince Fumiinaro 
Konoye, marked Japan’s first suc­ 
cessful task of mediation undertaken 
in her proclaimed role of leader of a 
sphere of influence in greater East 
Asia. 
Tile pact provided for a boundary 
demarcation committee to work out 
details of a new frontier which 
would return to Thailand the Pak- 
Lay district of Laos and one-fourth 
of Cambodia. 
That represented some last-min­ 
ute concessions by the French, but 
fell far short of Thailand’s original 
demand for approximately one-third 
of all Laos and Cambodia provinces. 
Tile men who signed the pact aft­ 
er 40 days of conferences gave little 
sign of their feelings. None smiled 
The French representatives were 
particularly stern-faced. 
Approximately 40 representatives 
of Indo-China. Thailand and Japan 
and newspaper men were the only 
witnesses to the brief, austere cere­ 
mony. 
• 
When the last signature was affix­ 
ed, Foreign Minister Yosuke Mat- 
suoka declared: 
“By this signature, friendly relations 
between France and Thailand have 
been restored, and a bond of co­ 
existence and coprosperity between 
Japan on one side and those two na­ 
tions on the other has been further 
cemented, thereby contributing in 
some measure toward the establish­ 
ment of peace in greater East Asia 
and the world.’’

Stomach Not Essential 
To Life, Surgeons Told 


Richmond, Va., March ll (AP)— 
It is possible to live without your 
stomach, sometimes more happily 
than with it. 
Dr. Robert L. Sanders, of Mem­ 
phis, 
Tennessee, described today 
before 
the southeastern 
surgical 
congress the case of man suffering 
from cancer of tile stomach 
who 
has been getting along well without 
that organ for the past year. 
As an illustration of the need for 
early diagnosis and prompt treat­ 
ment Dr. Sanders declared the pa­ 
tient was found to have two entire­ 
ly different types of cancer of the 
stomach, both of which had begun 
to spread. At operation the entire 
stomach was removed and the up­ 
per opening to it was stitched di­ 
rectly to the large intestine in a 
delicate surgical maneuver. 
The man returned to work and 
has been getting along without 
difficulty, Dr. Sanders declared. “He 
has to eat more 
frequently than 
other 
people 
and 
'n 
smaller 
amounts but he has no difficulty in 
digestion because digestion 
is 
a 
function of the intestines and the 
stomach is merely a natural con­ 
crete mixer to stir up the food you 
eat.” 
In another case he found it pos­ 
sible to remove the entire first part 
of the colon in which two types of 
cancer had developed, 
stitch 
the 
ends of the intestines together and 
preserve the patient’s life for more 
than five years. 


March Conscripts 
Start Reporting 


Harrisburg, March ll (AP) — 
Pennsylvanians in the Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and Wilkes-Barre areas, 
conscripted for a year’s military 
service as part of the state’s quota 
for March, were ordered to report 
today at their induction centers to 
become part of Uncle Sam’s peace­ 
time Army. 
Those in the Harrisburg and Al­ 
toona areas are to report for in­ 
duction Saturday. 
Pennsylvania’s quota for March 
was 8,173. 
The state was called 
upon yesterday to supply another 
4,158 men in the first IO days of 
April, bringing to 21,446 the total to 
be provided from this one state since 
conscription became an active part 
of the national defense program. 
By the end of this month, military 
authorities estimate, there will be 
40.000 Pennsylvanians in the armed 
forces, including regulars, National 
Guardsmen, and selectees.
